P nce reported that Smoke Tree 
executives proposed the construc­

Told in 9-Page Report 


Protective Council Seeks More Parks, Playgrounds 


Desert Protective Council offi 
a a ls today called on the Board 
of Supervisors to launrti a sweep­ 
ing program establishing new park 
and recreational sites throughout 
the desert area. 
The council offered tlie board 
an eight-page 
report listing 
11 
prospective sites and asking the 
county to em bark on the long- 
range 
development 
of 
a 
"far- 
reaching system of park and rec­ 
reational facilities.” 


COUNCIL OFFICIALS said the 
report is the result of an intens­ 
ive survey designed 1» promote 
exploitation of the county s un­ 
tapped, natural recreational a s ­ 
sets. 
Submitted by Council President 
Dr Horace Baker and Managing 
Director Harry C. Jame*, the re­ 


port was compiled by a council 
committee headed by R andall Hen­ 
derson. 


IT SUGGESTED that tiie Board 
of Supervisors proceed "without 
delay" to establish a departm ent 
of park* and recreation and to 
acquire, " a s soon as possible.” 
the proposed 
recreational sites. 
Most of tiie areas mapped by the 
council exist in public domain, it 
was noted 
In subm itting the report, council 
officials explained that "Riverside 
County is especially fortunate in 
having within its boundaries as­ 
sets for a wide range of year- 
around recreational facilities.” 


ALL OF THE SITES recom 
mended as recreation areas by 
the council were singled out for 


scenic values and their 
ready 
adaptability as playground facili­ 
ties for desert residents and visi­ 
tors 
Council officials urged develop 
ment of these natural resources 
to open new recreational vistas 
which will serve to attract new 
desert 
visitors 
and 
supplement 
coastal parks facing overp -pula 
tion 
Detailed information, m aps and 
pictures of t h # proposed s i t e 
were filed with the County Plan­ 
ning Commission, the council re- 
poiflH. 


THE BOARD WAS asked to in 
oorporats the recommended proj­ 
ects in a m aster plan for future 
recreational development and to 
speed legislation for the acquisi­ 
tion of lauds in public domain. 


Tlie report noted that federal 
law prohibits tlie acquisition ot 
more than 640 acres of public land 
by states or political subdivisions. 
Council directors urged that Con­ 
gressional 
representatives 
from 
the county seek waivers of the 
limitation. 
"It is important to acquire the 
sites as soon as possible, even 
though development may be post­ 
poned for a number of years," the 
council report pointed out.

Pity the poor Roed Runner! 
With so many more roads, and ever 
Increasing thousands of much faster 
automobiles, this once speediest of des­ 
ert denizens is fast being driven from 
his natural habitat and actually being 
decimated at a rate endangering ulti­ 
mate extinction. 
Disappearance of this familiar feath­ 
ered symbol of the desert would be a 
sad and regrettable day in m any ways 
and certainly is to be guarded against. 
While seemingly somewhat awkward 
in appearance with an exceptionally 
long neck, long legs, beak and extrem e­ 
ly elongated tall, and seldom airborne 
except during short hops at high speed, 
the Road Runner is exceptionally agile, 
accurate and intelligent in the perform­ 
ance of his particular and peculiar des­ 
ert duties. 
Unbeknownst to a great m any peo­ 
ple he is a deadly enemy and expert 
natural killer of rattlesnakes, the m ost 
dreaded of desert serpents. Many per­ 
sons have witnessed, and several com ­ 
plete films have been made showing the 


infallible courage and determined dis­ 
patch with which Road Runners kill 
rattlers. This m ost admirable desert 
bird should be praised and protected be­ 
cause of this special trait if no other. 
But, in addition, the Road Runner is 
also one of the m ost beneficial of birds 
In other respects. Among the most no­ 
table he lives on grasshoppers, cock­ 
roaches, crickets, armyworm caterpil­ 
lars and many other Insects and pests 
which often plague people and destroy 
crops. Due to his rare speed, ranging 
up to 50 m iles per hour, no natural ene­ 
my or prey can escape him. 
Now that a number of wildlife sanc­ 
tuaries are bejng established in various 
sections of the desert for the protection 
and preservation of animals and fowl 
native to this region, it is to be hoped 
that special attention will be given to 
that particular specie, Geococcyx Call- ‘ 
fomia-nus. 
In fact, extra effort in the propaga­ 
tion of Road Runners in greatly increas­ 
ed numbers would be a boon to all who 
live here.

By a tt\ree to two vote the 
Board oí Supervisors went on rec 
ord thi* week as being opposed 
to the opposition oí the Southern 
California Air Pollution Coordinat­ 
ing Council of wtiich this county 
is a member, to legislation which 
would transfer eniorcement func­ 
tions oi air pollution control to 
state or regional autJionUcs 
The move to oppose tiie Coun­ 
cil s opposition to stiate or re 
gi *na) control was made by Su- 
perv Lsor William Jones and sup­ 
ported by Supervisor Fred McCall 
and Supervisor Curtis Chamber­ 
lain.THE COUNCIL, s permanent 
council composed oi county su­ 
pervisors and representatives of 
air pollution control districts of 
the counties of Riverside. San 
Bernardino. San Diego. Orange, 
and Los Angeles, had urged the 
beards of supervisors of member 
counties to adopt resolutions pro­ 
testing and opposing state or re 
gu nal enforcement 
“I can t go along with such 
an action.” said Supervisor Jones. 


"Do you advocate that our APC 
district be dissolved and that the 
state take over? queried Super­ 
visor Paul .Anderson. 
•'I didn't say that,” replied 
Jones 
ANDERSON SAID that in the 
only existing region 'San Fran 
casco Regional District which takes 
in rune bay counties) the rules 
and taxing powers are in tlie hands 
of the region. "Personally Pm 
opposed to the taking of the pow­ 
er for local taxation from the 
county.” said Anderson. 
Supervisor George Berkey. who 
voted with Anderson against the 
Jones motion, said he understands 
that the Council's opposition is 
specifically against new legisla­ 
tion for regional control of en­ 
forcement and not against region­ 
al control as such.
